When the Denver ami Rio Grande 
prepared to buJkl through the Rocklen 
englneera said the canyon of the Ar¬ 
kansas could never be penetrated Its 
entire length.

The walls of the 
canynfi came down to the swift current 
of the ArkaiLHas without foothold for a 
man on either side. But an engineer 
suggested a banging bridge suspended 
between the walls of the canyon. The 
bridge was traflt with suppo rt s im¬ 
bedded In the solid rock, and across It 
the heavy transcontinental trains flit 
daily, with nothing hot the slender 
Ironwork between the river and the 
top of the canyon, 2 j&M feet above. 
Great Iran braces, whtcli look almost 
splder-lIke In the rmstneas hi the can¬ 
yon, have been thrown across the 
gorge, Wing Rnehored securely In the 
•beer sides. Huge cables depend froni 
these braces, holding a long Iron bridge, 
which extends not acro s s but pnraHH 
with the course of the river.—New 
To rk Til bum.
